Th s week, th e Wcstinghouse E ec- 
tii: Co, while reporting a $2,750,000 
deficit for tho third quartir of the 
year, found reason for cheer because 
"from a careful analysis of the gen¬ 
eral business situation the manage¬ 
ment has no hesitation In stating 
that the turn for the better has been 
Blade.” , 

The private banking house of Leh¬ 
man Bros, conducted a telegraphic 
survey of business opinion, and re¬ 
ached the conclusion that the worst 
had been seen. 

Standard Statistics Corp. sent in¬ 
vestigators to scan the country’s 
business field and to ask questions 
of 530 leading business executives. 
This organization concluded that “th e 
crisis of the depression and the low 
point of business activity were P a fl¬ 
ed early last summer.”.
